ACTUAL POSITION AND 
MAN FORCE IS IN DOUBT 


Managua, Nicaragua, Feb. 25— 
(U.R)—General Augustino Sandi- 
no , rebel leader, to day was be­ 
lieved using ruses to mislead the 
United States Marines as to his 
actual p o sitio n and the number 
I o f men no w in his co mmand. 
The marines cap tured two o f 
the 
Sandino 
so ldiers, 
who 
claimed they had deserted San­ 
dino after raids in the Matagal- 
p a district. 
The p riso ners said 
that Sandino ’s fo rces had been 
reduced to between 200 and 300 
men and 
that 
Sandino 
was 
p lanning to leave his mo untain 
retreat near Matagalp a fo r the 
Co co river district.

ro o m, called but Mr. Leisure an- 
swered fro m his bed and the | 
m atter was fo rgo tten >until the 
o p en windo w and ladder were 
disco vered this mo rning. No th­ 
ing was fo und missing. 
The seco nd rep o rt o f ho use 
j 
breaking came to Chief o f Po - I 
lice Kennedy fro m the ho me o f 
Kenneth McCain, lo cal druggist, 
who lives at Sixth and Perkins 
streets. There, entrance to the 
ho use was gained by fo rcing a 
windo w. The entry was made ear 
ly this mo rning fo r tracks 
o f : 
sno w were unmelted o n the c a r-! 
p et when Mr. McCain aro se. 
It was fo und that the thief 
j 
had made a raid o n the p antry 
and had eaten a bo wl o f jelly. 
The refrigerato r had also been 
searched evidently fo r fo o d. 
A 
wallet was 
sto len 
fro m 
Mr. 
McCain’s tro users. The thief re­ 
ceived little fo r his tro uble 
as 
there was just 
twenty -three 
cents in the p urse. The theo ry 
that the thief was a tram p 
o r 
an escap ee fro m so me p enal in­ 
stitutio n 
gains 
credence 
as 
no thing o f great value was tak­ 
en.

If any o ne has t*ver been a fre­ 
quent o r infrequent visito r, eith­ 
er vo luntary o r invo luntary , to 
the o ffice o f the co unty sheriff 
o n the first flo o r o f the 
Rush 
co unty co urt ho use, he, she o r 
it, canno t help co ming 
away 
with o ne o f the mo st vivid im­ 
p ressio ns o f the ro o m centered 
o n the two black bo xes that hang 
o ver the mantle and firep lace o n 
the so uth wall o f the ro o m. 
If o ne were an 
invo luntary 
visito r, that is, a visito r under 
co mp ulsio n, 
the 
imp ressio n 
wo uld be far mo re vivid fo r in 
the two case-like bo xes are to be 
seen three gigantic keys. 
Two 
great go lden-co lo red o nes’ 
in 
tbe larger bo x and o ne dull, o m­ 
ino us lo o king o ne in the small 
bo x. 
No , these are neither the go l­ 
den keys o f o p p o rtunity no r are 
they the keys o f the city to be 
p resented to distinguished visit­ 
o rs o f Rushville. They have been 
the “keys o f destiny ” to many 
men in their time fo r these are 
the instruments that lo cked and 
unlo cked the do o rs to the co un­ 
ty . jails o f the p ast. They 
are 
fraught with Rush co unty ’s his­ 
to ry o f crime. 
Humo r, laughter, p atho s 
and 
tears are- mingled 
in 
them. 
Do ubtless the rust that has co r­ 
ro ded their surface is fro m this 
so urce fo r in their stern neces­ 
sity o f o bey ing calls o f duty and 
law, so me hearts have do ubtless 
been bruised as well as 
so me 
wro ng righted and so me 
grief 
assuaged. 


The first time that the Rep ub­ 
lican’s inquisitive rep o rter was 
in the o ffice o f Sheriff L. 
M. 
Co o ns he was attracted by the 
keys and to o k the termidity to 
ask abo ut them. 
“I never climbed up there to 
see what they really were, but 
I kno w they are keys to the o ld 
lo g jails o f Rush co unty ,” said 
Sheriff Co o ns in answer to o ur 
interro gatio n. 
To day we o beyed a lo ng cher­ 
ished desire to climb up o n the 
mantle and see just what 
the 
cards and p ap ers in the glass 
co vered cases had to say abo ut 
these keys. If they were 
jail 
keys we certainly p itied the jail­ 
er who wo uld have to 
carry 
aro und a p o cket full o f 
these 
instruments. They lo o ked 
to 
weigh so me few p o unds each. 
In the big case we saw 
at 
o nce that the o ld iro n lo ck o p ­ 
eners had been gilded to a beau­ 
tiful go lden co lo r 
to p reserve 
their fo rm and p ro tect 
them 
fro m rust. Fro m the p ap er in­ 
side the case we gleaned the 
fo llo wing facts. 
The large key was 
fo urteen 
inches lo ng and weighed sixteen 
o unces. It was to the first lo g 
jail ever built in Rushville. The 
smaller o ne was eleven 
inches 
lo ng having every ap p earance 
o f a y o unger bro ther to the first 
and weighed thirteen o unces. It 
fitted the seco nd jail ever co n­ 
structed here. 
The big key was the o ne that 
lo cked Edward J. Swanso n, the 
o nly Rush co unty man ever to 
p ay the extreme p enalty o n the 
scaffo ld. Swanso n was co nvicted 
in the April term o f co urt 
in 
1829 o f murdering Elish Clark. 
He was sentenced to hang 
by 
Judge B. F. Mo rris. 
In tho se day s 
justice 
was 
speedy. One mo nth after 
the 
crime was co mmitted, Swanso n 
p aid with his life. The executio n 
to o k p lace near the alley 
by 
the Rich Wilso n residence 
in 
T u r n t o P a g e T h r e e

bo ast o f. 
Here is the sto ry : 
While teaching scho o l in Ten­ 
nessee a few y ears ago —abo ut 
the time that Lindbergh 
was 
barnsto rming abo ut the co untry 
—an airp lane "dro p p ed in” 
at 
the to wn where she was stay ing, 
o ut o f fuel. In landing the p lane 
cracked a p ro p eller, but the re­ 
p airs were made quickly and af­ 
ter refueling, the p ilo t o ffered 
to take up p assengers fo r $5 fo r 
a 10-minute ride. The p rice was 
$10 lesSNthan that which had 


been charged by p ilo ts carry ing 
p assengers 
at 
Greensburg so 
Miss Harriso n, acco mp anied by 
a girl friend, decided to take a 
ride. They did, and enjo y ed 
it 
very much, but the thrill so o n 
p assed fro m their memo ry 
as 
time went o n. 1 
While reading a few day s ago 
the sto ry o f Lindbergh’s life in 
the bo o k, “We,” p ublished a few 
weeks after 
the 
Lo ne 
Eagle 
made his ep o chal flight to Paris 
Miss Harriso n came up o n the 
p art which to ld o f the co lo nel 
landing in the* Tennessee to wn 
o n a certain date while he was 
barnsto rming and carry ing sev­ 
eral p assengers to o btain mo ney 
with which to co mp lete his air 
training. 
Go ing far back into her me­ 
mo ry, Miss Harriso n 
was sur­ 
p rised to find that the date o n 
which she to o k her first 
ride 
was the same as that o n which 
Lindbergh landed in the to wn 
where she was stay ing, so that 
there was no questio n in 
her 
mind but that her flight 
had 
been 
in the co mp any o f the 
greatest hero o f the generatio n 


Chicago , 
Feb. 
25—(U.R)—Six 
men held up Grand Trunk num ­ 
ber 9 in suburban Chicago to ­ 
day, co mmandeered a mail car, 
blew the safe and escap ed with 
lo o t estimated at $100,000. 
The lo o t was co mp o sed o f p ay ­ 
ro lls en ro ute to facto ries 
at 
Harvey and Blue Island, 111. 
The train was en ro ute fro m 
Chicago to Po rt Huro n, Mich. 
The train was flagged by six 
men wearing mechanics’ dress 
as it reached St. Marie cemetery 
just o utside the so uthern city 
limits o f Chicago . 
As the train sto p p ed, the six 
men climbed into the mail car 
and to o k p o ssessio n o f it. 
After blo wing the safe 
ana 
seizing the p ay ro lls, the men 
escap ed in an auto mo bile. 
A similar ho ldup o ccurred in 
the same neighbo rho o d a y ear 
ago . The same p ay ro lls were 
sto len. The lo o t then was esti­ 
mated at $9 0,000. 
As so o n as 
rep o rts 
o f the 
ho ldup reached Chicago and su­ 
burban po lice statio ns, 
a net­ 
wo rk 
o f 
po lice was 
sp read 
aro und the neighbo rho o d. 
Every ro ad leading to Chicago 
was guarded and co unty po lice 
co vered ro ads leading 
so uth 
fro m the ho ldup scene. 
The 
bandits, ho wever, 
had 
several minutes start 
o n the 
po lice. 
First rep o rt o f 
the 
ro bbery 
reached the Chicago p o sto ffice 
fro m the p o sto ffice at Evergreen 
p ark, first statio n so uth o f St. 
Marie cemetery . 
The bandits were armed with 
sawed o ff sho t guns, the p o sta1 
rep o rt said. The p o sto ffice co uld 
no t at first give 
the 
exact 
amo unt o f the lo o t, 
altho ugh 
the po lice estimate o f $100,000 
was o ro bably co rrect,* o fficials 
familiar with the size 
o f the 
p ay ro lls carried o n the train o n

co nvinced 
by 
their 
demo n­ 
stratio ns that a number o f cities 
are equip p ing their p o licemen 
with them, ho p ing to find them 
valuable in so me future 
gun 
battles in 
which the 
o fficers 
may p articip ate. 
The salesmen sho o t themsel­ 
ves with high calibre revo lvers 
and p isto ls, the steel p lates in 
the vests sto p p ing the bullets ef­ 
fectively . The steel is imp ressed 
by the imp act o f the bullets, but 
it is flexible eno ugh to p revent 
the lead 
fro m 
go ing 
clear 
thro ugh. 
The jackets can be p ut o n in 
30 seco nds’ time, acco rding 
to 
rep o rts fro m Nev/castle 
where 
two o f the garments were re­ 
cently p urchased. They are no t 
bo therso me to the o fficers wear­ 
ing them, in sp ite 
o f their 
slightly 
heavier weight, it 
is 
held. Each time a bullet is fired 
into o ne o f the jackets, the m an­ 
ufacturers p ro mise, 
a p erfectly 
new vest will be furnished free 
o f charge—the $100 o riginal ex­ 
p ense co vering rep lacement ex­ 
p enses. 
The p rice was no t regarded as 
high by the Newcastle co uncil- 
men, who were o f the o p inio n 
that if the life 
o f 
o ne 
man

Camp s this y ear will again be 
held at Fo rt Tho mas and Camp 
Kno x, Ky., July 2-31 and at Fo rt 
Benjamin Harriso n, near India­ 
nap o lis, June 20-July 19 . All ex­ 
p enses incident to this training, 
including fo o d, unifo rms, medi­ 
cal and dental care and even 
railro ad fare to and fro m camp , 
are bo rhe by the go vernment.

was 
awarded to the Tibbets co mp any

o ther bids were filed. Only o ne 
bid, th at o f the C.

Smith 
co mp any o f Indianap o lis was fil­ 
ed fo r the electrical wo rk, which 
amo unted to $9 9 4. 
In view o f the fact th at there 
were so many bids o ffered 
fo r

state at tha t time. It was strong 
and substantial and was noted 
for the fact tha t few ever 
es­ 
cap ed from it. Of this 
fact, 
doubtless, the old k ey is quite 
p roud. 
The first jailer to fit the k ey 
into the jail lock and 
swing 
wide the doors to its 
confines 
was John Hayes, who, after his 
term as sheriff of Rush county, 
moved away to Hancock county. 
Little .inform ation was given on 
the k ev to the second jail save 
the fact tha t the two were p re­ 
sented to Jabez Sm ith, 
court 
house custodian by W arne C ar­ 
michael. 
The little black box to 
the 
right of the case holding 
the 
two golden k evs, held a single 
black one, smaller yet than the 
first two. This was the k ey 
to 
the interior of the jail 
which 
was doubtless as dark and rusty 
p s the k ey itself is at p resent. 
This big iron k ey was p resented 
to the Rush county 
historical 
society by Dr. W. W. Arnold, Oc­ 
tober 14, 1886. It was fram ed 
and hung by the first two 
by 
Sheriff Sydney L. Hunt, M arch 
4 1925. 
Today, Sheriff L. M. Coons is 
not weighted down by such en­ 
ormous 
and heavy 
k eys 
of 
wrought iron. In their p lace he 
carries a ring on which are k eys 
sim ilar to the m odern Yale lock s 
but larger in comp arison. These 
measure some two and a 
half 
inches in length and over 
an 
I inch in width. They are flat and 
grooved. There are some five or 
six on the ring yet the whole 
ring of k eys will not weigh 
as 
much as the least of the three 
historic k eys on disp lay in his 
office. 
In fact, the smallest k ey tha t 
Sheriff Coons carries is p ossibly 
the most valuable in the 
eyes 
of m any Rush county citizens. It 
is only a small, ordinary look ing 
k ey tha t is typ ical of com m er­ 
cial p adlock s, yet it holds 
en­ 
trance to a valuable adjunct to 
the county jail. It is the k ey to 
the room in which all the con­ 
fiscated liquor is stored tha t 
is 
tak en in raids and arrests. It is 
a p art of history tha t the great 
iron k eys k now little or nothing 
about.

A generation ago, the “m an w ithou t a cou n­ 
try“ was so u nu su al and exceptional th a t he pro­ 
vided an intrigu ing title for a great novel. To­ 
day, there are so many people in this category 
th a t a nation of them cou ld easily be gathered 
together. 
The Near East Relief, in its annu al report to 
Congress, estim ates at more th an 500,000 
the 
nu m ber of refu gees in the Near East who are of­ 
ficially classed as people w ithou t a cou ntry. For 
years international law had no method of deal­ 
ing with them , 
bu t now they carry an 
in ter­ 
national passport, 
issu ed 
by the 
Leagu e of 
Nations. 
W herever they go, these u nfortu nates are 
aliens. 
No cou ntry w ants them ; no nation bids 
them welcome. 
They have no political claim on 
any Government, and no racial tie with any ex­ 
isting state. 
Most of them are Armenians, bu t thou sands 
are designated by the Leagu e of Nations as “of 
u ndeterm inable nationality.” 
At least half of 
them owe their lives to 
American relief effort 
du ring the 
post-w ar period—otherwise, 
they 
wou ld have fallen victims to massacre, fam ine 
or epidemic. 
They still rem ain an international problem 
and a problem in hu m anitarianism . 
The final 
cam paign of Near East Relief for $6,000,000 to 
complete its overseas work, aims to provide abou tj 
a third of this su m for the solu tion of several of 
the more 
acu te problems arising

refu gee situ ation, particu larly as it affects the 
women and children among the 500,000 people 
withou t a cou ntry.

In com pu ting the tax on earn ­ 
ed net income, consideration

given the taxpayer engaged 
in 
a trade or bu siness 
in which 
both capital and personal ser­ 
vice are m aterial 
incom e-pro­ 
du cing factors. “A reasonable al­ 
lowance as 
coinpensation 
for 
personal 
service” 
is 
con­ 
sidered as earned income. Su ch 
allowance is not to exceed 20 per 
cent of the taxpayer’s share 
of 
the net profits of su ch trade or 
bu siness. For example, a ta x­ 
payer received in 
1927 from a 
bu siness in which both personal 
services and capital are m aterial 
income-produ cing factors a net 
profit of $30,000. The 25 per cent 
credit is compu ted on 20 
per 
cent of $30,000, or $6,000. The 
am ou nt payable is the tax 
on 
$30,000. less 25 per cent of the 
tax on $6,000.

The earned incom? credit 
is 


allowed members 
of a partn er­ 
ship, su ch credit applying to the I 
share of the net income belong- I 
ing to each which consists 
of 
earned income. As in the case of i 
an individu al taxpayer, if capi- 
j 
tal.and pesonal services are both j 
m aterial incom e-produ cing fac- ; 
tors, the 20 per cent 
lim itation 
still applies. In su ch cases the ; 
salaries paid to the members of 1 
-a partnership shou ld be added to 
their distribu tive shares to de- : 
term ine the “reasonable allow­ 
ance for personal services.” For I 
example, the 
“A” 
partnership, 
consisting 
of » two 
members, 
m ade in 1927 a net income of 
$40,000. Each partner drew du r­ 
ing the year a salary of $7 ,000. 
These salaries shou ld be added 
to the net income, m aking a to­ 
tal of $54,000. Hence $27 ,09 0 
is 
the distribu tive share of each 
partner. 
Each partner, 
th ere­ 
fore, is allowed 20 per cent 
of 
$27 ,000, or $5,400, as earned net 
income, althou gh his salary was 
$7 ,000.

on the two black boxes that hang 
over the mantle and fireplace on 
the south wall of the room. 


If one were an 
involuntary 


visitor, that is, a visitor under 
compulsion, 
the 
impression 


would be far more vivid for in 
the two case-like boxes are to be 
seen three gigantic keys. Two 
great golden-colored ones' in 
the larger box and one dull, om- 
inous looking one in the small 
box. 


No, these are neither the gol- 


den keys of opportunity nor are 
they the keys of the city to be 
presented to distinguished visit- 
ors of Rushville. They have been 
the "keys of destiny" to many 
men in their time for these are 
the instruments that locked and 
unlocked the doors to the coun- 
ty^ jails of the past. They are 
fraught with Rush county's his- 
tory of crime. 


Humor, laughter, pathos and 


tears are- mingled in 
them. 


Doubtless the rust that has cor- 
roded their surface is from this 
source for in their stern neces- 
sity of obeying calls of duty and 
law, some hearts have doubtless 
been bruised as well as 
some 


wrong righted and some grief 
assuaged. 


The first tune that the Repub- 


lican's Inquisitive reporter was 
hi -the office of Sheriff L. 
M. 


Coons he was attracted by the 
keys and took the termidity to 
ask about them. 


-I never climbed up there to 


see what they really were, but 
I know they are keys to the old 
log jails of Rush county," said 
Sheriff Coons in answer to our 
interrogation.

Today we obeyed a long cher- 


ished desire to climb up on the 
mantle and see just what the 
cards and papers hi the glass 
covered cases had to say about 
the* keys.

They looked 
to 


weigh some few pounds each. 


In the big case we saw 
at 


once that the old iron lock op- 
ener* had been gilded to a beau- 
tiful golden color to preserve 
their form and protect 
them 


from rust. From the paper in- 
side, the case we gleaned the 
following facts. 
I 


The large key was fourteen 


Inches long and weighed sixteen 
ounces. It was to the first log 
jail ever built in Rushville. The 
smaller one was eleven inches 
long bavins; every appearance 
of a younger brother to the first 
and weighed thirteen ounces. It 
fitted the second jail ever con- 
structed here. 


The big key was the one that 


locked Edward J. Swanson, the 
only Rush county man ever to 
pay the extreme penalty on the 
scaffold. Swanson was convicted 
in the April term of court 
in 


1829 of murdering Elish Clark. 
He was sentenced to hang by 
Judge B. F. Morris. 


SEALED UP 31 YEARS 


In those days 
justice 
was 


speedy. One month after 
the 
crime was committed, Swanson 
laid with his life. The execution 
took place near the alley by 
the Rich Wilson residence

FATE OF RUSSIAN SHIP 


NOT DEFINITELY KNOWN 


Message Indicates They Are 
Safe, Although Badly Crippled 


And is Making For Port 


London, Feb. 
25—<UJD—The 
Italian steamer Alcantara was 
reported today to have collided 
with the Russian steamer To- 
varitsch just off the Dungeness. 
Unconfirmed reports said the 
Alcantara sank with her entire 
crew. 


The Exchange Telegraph esti- 


mated the crew to be between 
18 and 20. 


The fate of the Russian ship 


was not known definitely. 


Exchange telegraph reports 


said that the badly crippled 
Russian boat was proceeding to- 
wards Southampton. 
v 
, 


An unconfirmed report from 


Dungeness said that some fears 
were expressed for the Russian 
boat as it had not been sighted 
since it reported it was 
at- 


tempting to reach Southampton. 


There were approximately 100 


cadets aboard the Russian boat. 


The ships collided in a fog off 


Dungeness. 


The steamer 
Moldavai was 


close by and lowered life boats 
to the rescue. One Italian sailor 
was found clinging to wreckage, 
but he died a short time later. 


The Moldavia continued 
its 


search for some time and then 
continued on its course, after 
sending the following message: 


"We have searched thoroughly 


and are convinced no one is 
aHve." 


The Moldavia reported the To- 
variticb^Jiag Jupuul its life- 
boats ^n effortjpto ahl 'tile 'crew 
of the Italian steamer. 


It also was reported that the 


British steamer Baron Douglas 
was near the scene of the col- 
lision. 


Wreckage of the Italian boat 


was seen in the channel by the 
Moldavia, according to word 
wirelessed from that boat. 


The Moldavia reported that 


the screams of the Italian sail- 
ors could be heard distinctly. 


Life boats from

Besides his mule and a few 


other things Sandlin moved a 
trunk up to his father-in-law's 
that had a handful of rather in- 
teresting war souvenirs careJass- 
ly stowed away in one comer. 
Willie was a sergeant in the 
World War. 


He doesn't mind showing the 


Luger pistol that he took from a 
German officer, but he is rather 
reticent about the other trinkets 
and unless you ask Mrs. Sandlin 
they may not be brought out 
of the old trunk. 


Here is a list of the "souve- 


nirs- that WiU Sandlin brought 
in his pockets when be came 
riding home over the Leslie 
county hills back Jn-4919: the 
Congressional Medal of Honor. 
Croix de Guerre (with palm). 
Medal MUitaire of France. Ita- 
lian War Cross and Montenegrin 
War Cross. 


•And he has a paper that reads 
as follows: 


"Sergeant 
Sandlin 
showed 


conspicuous gallantry in action 
at Boise de Forges, France, on 
Sept. 26, 1918, by advancing 
alone directly on a machine gun 
nest which was holding up the 
line with its flre. He killed the 
crew with a grenade and enab- 
led the line to advance. Later in 
the day Sergeant Sandlin at- 
tacked alone and put out of ac- 
tion two other machine gun! 
nests, setting a splendid exam-, 
pie of bravery and coolness to 
his men." 


There are more details. In the 


first nest he killed three men 
single-handed, after which the 
platoon he was commanding was 
able to move forward. Half an 
hour later at the second nest 
when the line was! again halted 
and the men ordered to lie 
down, he killed four men single- 
handed and the line went on 
again. His total for the day was 
24 of the enemy killed. 


The citation bears the signa- 


ture -General John J. Penn- 
ing."

For about a y^ar after the war 


the government paid him $40 a 
month. Then it was reduced and 
finally abolished. His Congres- 
sional Medal entitles him to $10 
a month; he gets nothing else. 


Life after the war hac been 


just one examination after an- 
other for Willie. Three months 
ago, he was examined at Cin- 
cinnati and given a » pei cent 
disability rating, which would 
have entitled bun to a'falr com- 
pensation. . But the Louisville 
Veterans' Bureau, under whose 
jurisdiction Sandlin comes, has 
appealed that rating to the 
Bureau of Appeals at Chicago 
and that bureau has placed the 
case before the Veterans' Bureau 
at Washington. Laws operate hi 
queer ways sometimes, and al- 
though the bureau always has 
been very sympathetic toward 
Sandlin's. case, technicalities 
have blocked compensation for 
him. Special action by Congress 
may be necessary. 


Willie is still waiting. It soon 


will be nine years since they 
mustered out Sergeant Bandltn 
and his medals from Company 
A, 132d regiment, 33d division. 


Sandlin Is a native of Breath- 


itt county, "bloody-Breathitf, 
once noted for its feuds. 


It is noted for something else 


since the war. It is the only 
county in the" United States 
where it was not necessary to 
draft a single man into the ar- 
my. 


Willie enlisted from there hi 


1913 in the regular army. He was 
a good soldier so he was promot- 
ed to sergeant and he became 
an instructor at several of the 
big army camps before he went 
overseas. He spent 18 months in 
France. 


The Sandlin family record: 


five sons hi the war, two of 
whom were badly wounded. 


To visit Willie Sandlin you

The old log jail to which this 


historic key fitted, was bull; by 
Ricard Hackleraan, according to 
the inscription, at the north- 
east corner of the public square 
in the year 1923. It was one of 
the newest and most modern of 
log jails to be found in

It was strong 
arid substantial and was noted 
for the fact that few ever es- 
caped from it.

The little black box to 
the 


right of the case holding

two golden kevs, held a single 
black one, smaller yet than the 
first two. This was the key to 
the interior of the jail which 
was doubtless as dark and rusty 
as the key itself is at present. 
This big iron key was presented 
to the Rush county historical 
society by Dr. W. W. Arnold, Oc- 
tober 14, 1886. It was framed 
and hung by the first two by 
Sheriff Sydney L. Hunt, March 
4 1925.

A generation ago, the "man without a coun- 


try" was so unusual and exceptional that he pro- 
vided an intriguing title for a great novel/ To- 
day, there are so many people in this category 
that a nation of them could easily be gathered 
together. 


The Near East Relief, in its annual report to 


Congress, estimates at more than 500,000 the 
number of refugees in the Near East who are of- 
ficially classed as people without a country. For 
years international law had no method of deal- 
ing with them, but now they carry an inter- 
national passport, issued 
by the 
League of 


Nations. 


' Wherever they go, these unfortunates are 


aliens. No country wants them; no nation bids 
them welcome. They have no political claim on 
any Government, and no racial tie with any ex- 
isting state. 


Most of them are Armenians, but thousands 


are designated by the League of Nations as "of 
undeterminable nationality." At least half of 
them owe their lives to American relief effort 
during the 
post-war period—otherwise, 
they 


would have fallen victims to massacre, famine 
or epidemic. 


They still remain an international problem 


and a problem in humanitarianism. The final 
campaign of Near East Relief for $6,000,000 to 
complete its overseas work, aims to provide about 
a third of this sum for the solution of several of 
the more acute problems arising out of this 
refugee situation, particularly as it affects the 
women and children among the 500,000 people 
without a country.

In computing the tax on earn- 


'ed net income, consideration is 
given the taxpayer engaged in 
a trade or business in which 
both capital and personal ser- 
vice are material income-pro- 
ducing factors. "A reasonable al- 
lowance as compensation 
for 


personal 
service" 
is 
con- 


sidered as earned income. Such 
allowance is not to exceed 20 per 
cent of the taxpayer's share of 
the net profits of such trade or 
business. For example, a tax- 
payer received in 1927 from » 
business in which both personal 
services and capital are material 
income-producing factors a net 
profit of $30,000. The 25 per cent 
credit is computed on 20 
cent of 130,000, or $84)00. 
amount payable is the ta* 


allowed members of a partner- 
ship, such credit applying to the 
share of the net income belong- 
ing to each which consists of 
earned income. As in the case of 
an individual taxpayer, if capi- 
tal .and pesonal services are both 
material income-producing fac- 
tors, the 20 per cent 
limitation 


still applies. In such cases the 
salaries paid to the members of 
a partnership should be added to 
their distributive shares to de- 
termine the -reasonable allow- 
ance for personal services." For 
example, the -A" partnership, 
consisting 
of -two 
members 


made in 1927 a net income of 
$40,000. Each partner drew dur- 
ing the year a salary of $7,000. 
These salaries should be added 
to the net income, making a to- 
tal of $54,000. Hence $27,000 is 
the distributive share of each 
partner. Each partner, there- 
fore, is allowed 20 per cent of 
$27,000, or $5,400, as earned net 
income, although his salary was 
$7,000.
